Lospos, June 16.—In the House of Lords 
to-night gréat numbers of petitions against 
the passage of the deish Charch Biil were 
presented. Lord Cairns gave notice of a 
quéstion to ascertain if the government in- 
tended to -¢ndorse the opinions contained in 
Mr. Brights letter to the Bermingham meet- 
ing. The debate was then resumed. Lord 
Grey said he ‘felt all, the circumstances 
under which the Bill w: ‘s sent to this -House 
but urged Earl Harrowby: to reconsider his 
motion: for a ~ postponment, in view of: 
the - consequence which might result, 
should it be curried, and the -bill passed. 
It might be materially amended.” The 
House of |Lords now bad, but might not 
hereafter have, the power to remodel 
the measure. The result of the late elec- 
ections was emphatically in favor of the 
bill. . It would be imprudent for the Lords to 
oppose it. Ifthey were successful for the mo- 
ment they would soon have it returned, per- 
haps, in amore objectionable form. .He urged 
the consideration of the amendments in a fair 
and conciliatory spirit. He exhorted the 
House to accept the measure with dignity, 
and pot incur the odiam of the people bya 
collision with the House of Commons, which 
represented the deliberate opinion of the na- 
tion. 

The Archbishop of Dublin contiplained of 
the hard, ngenerous, illiberal manner in 
which the Church was treated, and denounced 
the bill. He thought, if it was necessary, it 
might have been less severe. 

The Bishop of St. David's: said the superior 
sanctity of property was not to be considered, 
but the best means to apply it in view of the 
public need. He disapproved. of excess. even 
of demonstration of Protestantism. He valued 
its ascendancy. not as it was <political, and 
religious, but es it was moral. He consider~ 
ed the Irish Church .an anomaly ; it had failed 
to fulfil its mission, and promoted discord. 
He urged the passage of the Bill to a second: 
reading, and afterwards the introduction of 
amendments. _ 

The Duke of Richmond explained that 
though he felt the injustice of the Bill, atter 
great hesitation he had resolved to act in op- 
position to his party, He was sensible of the 
inexpediency of populdr agitation, and was 
convinced that the constitutional course was 
to pass the Bill after amending the objection- 
able clauses, and leave the responsibility of 
accepting the amendments or withdrawal of, 
the Bill on the Government. - 

The. Bishop of Peterboro opposed the bill. 
He appealed ta the House to act firmly and 
impartially, and not humiliate themselves by 
abdicating abjectly their constitutional. posi- 
tion, and beseeching the nation to spare them 
because they-were utterly contemptible and 
useless. 

The issue cannot be doubtful. The Star 
thinks ubat, since the speech of the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury, everything appears 
favorable to the passage of the Bill.
